Kurt Waldheim of Austria was appointed 
secretary-general of the United Nations 
by acclamation in the (ieneral Assembly 
today 


His appointment was the last action of 
the assembly's three-month 26th session, 
held over for one day for that purpose. 
Waldheim, a career diplomat who has 
been coming to the United Nations off and 
on since 1955. has been Austria’s chief 
delegate here since la.st April. 
He thanked his colleagues for their 
, confidence and gave them a “ solemn 
pledge” that he would fulfill his new duties 
“with impartiality and a deep sense of 
personal 
commitment ” 
and 
would 
“contribute actively to a strengthening of 
the organization.” 
“ The

said, 
“ is

basic 
prerequiste without which resolutions and 
decisions remain mere declarations of in­ 
tent.”

“ In a twivway race’’ between 
Nixon and a regular Democrat 
“ there is no question but what

Legal Documents 
Lost By History 


WASHINGTON (API - Thou­ 
sands of Americans each year 
thrill to the sight of the nation’s 
sacred 
documents the 
(V>n- 
stitution and Declaration of In­ 
dependence which are proudly 
and carefully maintained in the 
National Archives. 
What they don't .see are the 
thou.sands upon thousands of le­ 
gal records, many dating to co­ 
lonial times, that lie moulder­ 
ing and disintegrating in the 
dusty basements of courthou.ses 
throughout the country. 
According to the American 
Society for Legal History and 
officials at the National Ar­ 
chives. these documents will be 
useless in 10 to 15 years—a 
crisis threatening the source of 
research into the nature and 
development of the nation. 
The .society, headed by Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania 
law 
professor (ieorge L. Haskins, is 
in the midst of a drive to pre­ 
serve 
and 
reorganize 
these 
d(K‘urnents through a proposed 
federal pre.servation act. 
Robert M. Ireland. University 
of Kentucky history professor 
and executive assistant of the 
s(K‘iety. says the need for such 
a biw is imperative. 
■ ‘ h" e d e r a 1 legislation is 
needed. ’ Ireland .says, “to in­ 
sure the preservation of the.se 
records, which are often preyed 
upon by mildew and autograph- 


seekers or even destroyed by 
government 
officials 
them­ 
selves in order to conserve 
space." 
There is also a related prob­ 
lem. private citizens who are 
often more aware of the docu­ 
ments’ importance than govern­ 
ment officials and steal them. 
Ireland and the national ar­ 
chives officials say the problem 
goes well beyond saving a few 
yellowing papers or even pro­ 
viding information for lawyers. 
What is being lost, they ex­ 
plained, is the raw material of 
history—the 
essential 
back­ 
ground that explains the na­ 
tion's past and provides in­ 
sights into where the nation is 
now and where it is going. 
The society and cooperating 
archives officials have come up 
with the outline of a tentative 
three-point program to save the 
documents. 
The first part would provide 
funds and expertise to help 
state and local officials select 
and preserve the records. Sec­ 
ond would be organizing an in­ 
dex system to provide a central 
information bank. Third would 
be a system of manuscript pre­ 
servation 
for privately held 
documents. 
The potential cost has not 
been calculated but one expert 
said it would run at least |1 
million a year at the outset.

American troop s in Vietnam to less than a 
third of what it was when he took office, 
while the numb er of Americans killed in 
action had b een cut from almost 300 p er 
week to less than 10 and he was ab le to 
announce on Nov 12 that the American 
offensive ground comb at role had ended.” 
This indicated, Klein said,

great success of Vietnamization was a 
hallmark of the year 1971 ” 
Because of these achievements, the 
statement went on.

The p ayoff came, the review said, with 
“the dramatic announcement on July 15 
that he (Nixon) would visit the Peop le’s 
Rep ub lic of China ....” 
The review was p erhap s as notab le for 
what it didn’t deal with, or the areas b arely 
mentioned, as for accomp lishments listed. 
There was nothing said concerning 
Nixon’s p rob lems in Laos and Camb odia, 
nor of U.S. disp utes with Chile and Cub a. 
And, against

written ab out U.S.-Europ ean relations and 
none concerned Canada. 
Nixon faced serious overseas economic 
p rob lems in 1971, mostly due to hangovers 
from the p revious administration, the 
review said, adding: 
When his early solutions weren’t working 
fast or well enough, he susp ended the con­ 
vertib ility of dollars into gold, imp osed a 10- 
p er-cent surtax on imp orts and demanded 
reform of the world monetary system.

Winter 


Season 


Official

Today is the first day of winter when the 
daylight hours b egin to get longer and the 
sun is closer to the earth than on any other 
day of the year. 
Climatologists call it the b eginning of 
the 
astronomical 
season—or 
winter 
solstice—b ut advise that the truly wintry 
weather will not follow for several weeks. 
‘‘In some ways it’s p aradoxical,” says a 
sp okesman for the National Weather 
Service in Chicago. 
He exp lains that during the winter 
season, known for its coldness, 
the sun 
actually comes 2 million miles closer to the 
earth than in the summer months. 
The 
b eginning 
of the astronomical 
winter marks the day when the sun has the 
lowest noon elevation over all areas of the 
northern hemisp here. 
The winter solstice does not always hit 
on Dec. 22, b ut varies slightly b ecause of 
leap years and b ecause the solar year is not 
exactly 365 days long. 
Next year it will b e on Dec. 21 and that 
date will mark the start of winter for all b ut 
three of the next 14 years. The three 
excep tions mark the day at Dec. 22. 
The changing seasons are caused b y the 
changing p osition of the earth in relation to 
the sun. Astronomers can tell exactly from 
the earth’s motion around the sun when 
one season ends and the next one b egins. 
Because 
weather 
cannot 
change 
instantly, the b eginning of winter coldness 
usually does not follow until mid-January. 
Although today has less daylight than 
any other day of the year it is not 
necessarily the day with the latest sunrise 
and the earliest sunset. In the middle 
latitude areas the earliest sunset usually is 
around Dec. 8 and the latest sunrise usually 
is around Jan. 4. 
Forecasters p redicted today that mild 
temp eratures 
and 
fair 
skies 
would 
dominate much of the nation. Flurries 
were on tap for the lower Great Lakes and 
north central states with occasional rain 
along the Pacific Coast.

Sheik Mujib ’s Awami League won a 
majority in the assemb ly elections a year 
ago, b ut then President Agha Mohammed 
Yahya Khan nullified its victory when he 
ordered his troop s in East Pakistan to 
crush the league’s indep endence move­ 
ment. Sheik Mujib was arrested March 25. 
The new Pakistani vice p resident is a 
conservative who op p osed b oth Bhutto’s 
leftist Pakistan Peop le’s p arty and East 
Pakistani 
indep endence. He was one of 
the two East Pakistanis elected to the 
assemb ly who were not from the Awami 
League; Sheik Mujib ’s forces won 167 
seats. Bhutto’s p arty won 82 of the 139 
seats in West Pakistan. 
Bhutto ap p ointed three new civilian state 
governors in West Pakistan today and 
retired four military governors, b ringing to 
10 the numb er of generals p urged since he 
took office Monday. 
Bhutto also announced he will soon give

Charles where a consent decree 
was handed down by Judge 
Donald E Dalton, whose juris­ 
diction includes Bowling Green 
Mrs Butters agreed on the 
amount of shortage left in her 


accounts when she was relieved 
as fee agent in July l%9 The 
attorney general’s office agreed 
to drop a remaining part of the

The decree said no evidence 
was found that Mrs Butters

Gov David Hall of Oklahoma 
says 1972 will be “ a bite the 
bullet" year for most state 
agencies and the leanest year 
of his administration 


Hall s cautious if not out­ 
right grim appraisal reflects 
the economic outlook of other 
area states with the January 
opening of the 1972 legislative 
sessions just around the corner 
In the annual headache of fi­ 
nancing state government with- 


• out bruising breaking or alien 


ating the taxpayer, the pleas of 
the spenders and the equally 
pained replies of the budget 
makers are building to a cli­ 
max 
Governors on both sides of 


the political fence have gener­ 
ally indicated hold-the-line atti­ 
tudes on spending In this five- 
state area of Iowa. Nebraska. 
Missouri. 
Kansas and Okla­ 
homa. four of the leaders have 
pledged no tax increases 
The efforts to keep proposed 


budgets 
in 
acceptable 
per­ 
spective have brought about 
some unusual departures from 
standard procedure 
In Missouri, for example, the 


Senate 
Appropriations 
Com­ 
mittee broke tradition by call­ 
ing all agencies and institutions 
in pre-session hearings to ques­ 
tion their directors on fiscal 
needs 
In Kansas state budget direc­ 
tor James Bibb completed his 
hearings on budget requests by 
announcing that the state could 
do nothing new and must cut 
some programs just to live 
within its means. His unprece­ 
dented move to put his finan 
cial cards on the table ahead of 
Gov. Robert Docking s budget 
being made public has been 
viewed by many as a Docking 
maneuver to lay groundwork 


for proposing some tax increas 
es but calling them “ tax rc 
form " 
Dorking, like Gov J.J Kxon 


of Nebraska, is pledged to veto 
any sales tax hike The Kansas 
governor indicated he will ree 
ommend. as he did in the 1971 
legislative session, disallowance 
of federal taxes on returns of 
corporations, but not for indi 
vidual taxpayers 
Kxon promised during his 


1970 campaign to hold the sales 
tax rate to 2* 2 per cent and the 
individual income tax rate to 
not more than 13 per cent dur­ 
ing the first two years of his 
term So far he has been suc­ 
cessful in meeting that pledge 
One of the main tax meas­ 
ures facing the Nebraska legis­ 
lature in 1972 is the implemen­ 
tation of a 1970 constitutional 
amendment authorizing the leg 
islature to classify and exempt 
from taxation various forms of 
business and agriculture per­ 
sonal property, including busi­ 
ness inventories 
Two implementation attempts 


were made in the ’71 session, 
calling for exemptions as high 
as 90 per cent. Both were ve­ 
toed by Exon But backers of 
the exemption say they will try 
again this session, while Exon 
has promised to introduce his 
own plan for implementation— 
not yet fully spelled out 


Missouri's Gov. Warren E. 


Heames has said he will not 
call for any further increases in 
taxes but will, instead, ask the 
state agencies to re-assess their 
programs with an eye to any 
that could be curtailed or elimi­ 
nated.

Officials in all five states ap­ 
parently agree a lottery is not 
the answer to the obvious need

Docking, on the other hand,

Additionally. Exon is pushing a

This Dentist Is Petite, Feminine 


And Happy About Her Profession

NEW YORK (AP) - Petite 
and p erky , b londe and b eau ­ 
tifu l, frag ile and feminine are 
adjectiv es not g enerally ap p lied 
to the family dentist. Bu t they 
accu rately describ e Dr. Shev a 
Rap op ort, p resident-elect of the 
American Association of Wom­ 
en Dentists. 
And add another one—enthu ­ 
siastic, esp ecially ab ou t den­ 
tistry as a p rofession for wom­ 
en. 
"It doesn’t take mu scles to 
b e a dentist,” say s Dr. Rap o­ 
p ort, who is 5 feet 4 and weig hs 
115 p ou nds. "1 rememb er b ack 
in my dental school day s when 
my p atient wou ld b e a b ig , 
strap p ing footb all star and the 
au dience wou ld mov e in closer 
and wait to see me stru g g le to 
ex tract a tooth What fu n it was 
to show them that it only re­ 
q u ires a little techniq u e.” 
The Allentown, Pa., dentist, 
wife of a lawy er and mother of 
two y ou ng children, is dis­ 
may ed b y the small p ercentag e 
of women dentists in this cou n­ 
try -only ab ou t 1,3 00 ou t of the 
more than 100,000 p racticing to­ 
day . 
"We come ou t to ab ou t 1.3 
p er cent, comp ared to ab ou t 14 
p er cent women p hy sicians,” 
she p oints ou t. The p rop ortion 
is declining , she adds, p articu ­ 
larly in her own sp ecialty of p e­ 
riodontics, or treatment of the 
g u ms and b ony stru ctu re which 
su p p orts the t^ th . Bu t she sees 
a rev ersal of the trend in the 
hig her incidence of women 
starting dental school this y ear. 
"We’v e b een doing more to 
show women that dentistry is 
av ailab le as a p rofession. We’re 
g ettir^ away from the notion 


that men can b e dentists, wom­ 
en dental hy g ienists. What is 
imp ortant is y ou r r 
not y ou r sex . You either make 
the effort and dev elop tech­ 
niq u es to g et y ou there or y ou 
won’t g et there. If y ou hav e the 
motiv ation 
and 
the 
q u ali­ 
fications there’s no reason y ou 
can’t su cceed ” 
These q u alifications inclu de 
liking to work with y ou r hands, 
she ex p lains, and here she 
thinks a woman has an adv an­ 
tag e ov er a man. "I sometimes 
wonder how a man ev er g ets 
his fing er in some p atients’ 
mou ths,” she said, ex hib iting 
her own small hands "A wom­ 
an’s temp erament is b etter, 
too. I think we can sy mp athize 
more and we hav e more p a­ 
tience. 
"You hav e to like p eop le,” 
she continu es. 
“If y ou can’t 
commu nicate, forg et it. You 
deal with a different p erson in 
the chair ev ery half hou r and 
y ou hav e to chang e p erson­ 
alities with ev ery p atient who 
comes into the room. One is all 
b u siness and wants me to g et 
in and g et the work done, and 
the nex t one is p etrified and I 
hav e to reassu re him At the 
end of the day I’m more tired 
from p sy chol^izing ’ than from 
any of the p hy sical asp ects of 
the work.” 


Dr. Rap op ort is concerned 
with edu cating p eop le on the 
imp ortance of dental care. On 
b e^lf of the Leg hih Cou nty 
Dental Society she talks at

And the gist of it is that Jesus

Yet other baffling factors 
about him also persist, even 
though 
modern 
physical 
sciences and psychology have, 
in a sense, dispelled some of the 
blind spots and made thought 
more open to unpredictable 
possibilities of life 
As for the age-old problem of 
how Jesus could be both God

His wife and perhaps one of the e*hilelren 
is working , at le*ast part tim e As a ri*sult, 
this averag e blaek family had ineeune of 
$6 .200 in 19 70 as e-e)inpare*d with $1.8 00 in 
19 50. Even when y eiu translate that 19 50 
income into 19 70 purchasing power, the 
averag e blaek family enjoy s more than 
twice the me ome of 20 y ears earlier 


That averag e blaek family must still 
make do. however, on about 6 0 per e*ent of 
the income enjoy ed by the averag e white 
family —with white fathers in better jobs 
and more able to support their families 
without their wives g oing to work 


Is this improvement in the income of the 
averag e black family the result of "the 
g overnment showing favoritism to blacks.” 
as many whites want to think'.’ No doubt, 
fair employ ment practices laws and other 
g overnmental pressures have helped to 
upg rade the employ ment pay of blacks. 
But the Census Bureau profile sug g ests 
that most of the improvement is the result 
of blacks strug g ling to uplift themselves 


In 19 50. the parents in the averag e black 
family had about .seven y ears of .schooling ; 
now the averag e Neg ro parent has about 11

Our ty pical black family lives in a 
metropolitan area, probably in a central 
city , in a rented house that has hot and cold 
piped w ater and a toilet and bath for the 
ex clusive use of the family . 


That. t(M), is q uite a chang e from 19 50 
when 7 0 per cent of Neg ro families lived in 
dwelling units that did not have complete

That Census Bureau profile presents a 
clear picture of black families strug g ling 
ag ainst numerous obstacles to achieve the 
education and g ain the income that make 
for g (MMl citizenship and the 
g cMHl life. 


It makes it pretty clear that the anti- 
scK’ial or criminal behavior which .some of 
my

constantly 
harp

represents the unusual, the aberrations 
which are in many instances the priMlucts 
of past injustices and brutalizations. What 
my correspondents wish to do. of course, is 
make these aberrations their ex cuse for 
new injustices and brutalizations.

Foreign Aid Bill 
Has Domestic Tie 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
little-noticed provision of the 
Senate foreign aid authorization 
bill is desig ^ to force Presi­ 
dent Nixon to release more 
than $2 billion for development 
projects in the United States 
The section bars Nixon from 
spending any money on the for­ 
eign aid program after April 30 
unless he releases certain funds 
previously approved by Con­ 
gress for domestic programs 
but frozen by the President. 
Although there have been in­ 
creasing congressional protests 
against presidential impound­ 
ment of appropriated furds, the 
provision marks the first legis­ 
lative attempt to force the 
President's hand. 
Some members, led by John 
Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., oppose 
including the provision in the 
foreign aid bill on grounds it 
has nothing to do with foreign 
aid. It is "a type of threat." 
Cooper has charged. 
But Sen. J.W . Fulbright, D- 
Ark., chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, called the 
provision "a very important 
precedent" as he steered the 
compromise $2.75 billion for­ 
eign 
aid 
authorization 
bill 
through the Senate. The House 
will take up the bill after Con­ 
gress reconvenes Jan. 18. 
Impoundment of funds appro­ 
priated by Congress has been 
practiced by many presidents, 
but Fulbright said under Nixon 
it has reached unprecedented 
pr(^rtions 
The money in question is part 
of a total of $12 billion voted for 
domestic programs but not yet 
spent by Nixon.
